Confleeatton In M orocco. 
It is a custom in Morocco that all the 
property of an official reverts at death 
to the crown. The logic which leads to 
such a result Is simple, for the govern­ 
ment argues that all fortunes thus ac­ 
cumulated consist of moneys Illegally 
retained by the authorities. 
A gov­ 
ernor when appointed is probably pos­ 
sessed of no considerable fortune. 
When be dies, be may lie a million­ 
aire. Whence came his wealth? Squeez­ 
ed most certainly from the tribes under 
his authority and therefore amassed 
only by the prerogatives of the position 
iii which the sultan had placed him. 
It has never struck the Moorish gov­ 
ernment that these great fortunes 
might more honorably lie returned to 
the people from whom they were sto­ 
lon. 
The result is entire confiscation 
to the crown, including often such pri­ 
vate property as his governor may 
have been possessed of before his ap­ 
pointment and not seldom, too, of the 
property of his relatives. 
When the mighty fall in Morocco, the 
crush brings down with them their 
families, even aneles and cousins and 
all connected with them, and it Is not 
seldom that the eons of great gov­ 
ernors, who have been brought up in 
the luxury of slaves and horses and 
retinues of mounted men, have to go 
begging in the streets.—Blackwood.

The logic which leads to 
such a result Is simple, for the govern­ 
ment argues that all fortunes thus ac­ 
cumulated consist of moneys illegally 
retained by the authorities. 
A gov­ 
ernor when appointed is probably pos­ 
sessed of no considerable 
fortune. 
Wheu be dies, be may lie a million­ 
aire. Whence oame his wealth? Squeez­ 
ed most certainly from the tribes under 
his authority and therefore amassed 
only by the prerogatives of the position 
In which the sultan had placed him. 
It has never struck the Moorish gov­ 
ernment that these great 
fortunes 
might more honorably lie returned to 
the people from whom they were sto­ 
len. 
The result is entire confiscation 
to the crown, including often such pri­ 
vate property as bis governor may 
have bocu possessed of before bis ap- 
pointment and not seldom, too, of the 
property of bis relatives. 
When the mighty fall iii Morocco, the 
crcsh brings down with them their 
families, even uncles and cousins and 
all connected with them, and it is not 
seldom that the sons of great gov­ 
ernors, who have been brought up in 
the luxury of slaves and horses and 
retinues of mounted men, have to go 
begging in the streets.—Blackwood.

A woman—Dr. M. J. Alsbau, of New 
York city—is part inventor of a new 
engine of destruction for use in naval 
warfare, which she expects will sup­ 
plant all the torpedoes and projectiles 
sow la use. The device has not yet 
peen tested by any government, but 
a company capitalized for $1,0 0 0,0 0 0, 
which Dr. Alsbau has incorporated, Is 
building a full sized model while 
negotiating with the navy department 
f0" 8n official trial of the apparatus. 
The chief novelty of the device, as 
claimed by the inventors, says the 
Jfcw York Journal, ie th a t after leaving 
to projecting mechanism it separates, 
the main portion continuing on its 
course under the w ater while the other 
acopon rises to the surface, continues 
it? flight through the air and strikes 
ibe target above the w ater line. 
The invention is called the *‘Just- 
jjrban torpedo.” Dr. Alsbau, who is 
an attractive woman, still young, who 
aas patented several electric devices 
and who holds diplomas crediting her 
as a mechanical engineer, said: 
"It is my invention of the electrical 
automatic steering apparatus that has 
made the torpedo practicable. 
The 
original device was invented by Cap­ 
tain Wemyss Just, of Australia, for­ 
merly of the British navy. When he 
was here a year ago, I became inter­ 
ested in the problem he was trying to 
solve. 
"Experts abroad had warmly indors­ 
ed his projector, by means of which an 
•extremely light overhead torpedo would 
ire utilized in connection with an un­ 
der water projectile with a range of 
four miles and controllable without 
wires or connections of any kind. Cap­ 
tain Just explained to me his difficulty 
about insuring the direct course of the 
♦erpedo under water. 
"Being an electrician, I thought I 
saw a way out of the difficulty by that 
means. As is often the case with in­ 
ventors. the principle of the automatic 
steering lins, Anally perfected, came to 
me like an inspiration. 
I adapted to 
Captain Just’s small model a miniature 
of ray steering idea. 
“Talking of uaval warfare and the 
blowing to pieces of great battleships,” 
fontinuod 
Dr. 
Alsbau, smiling, 
“it 
sounds funny for me to say that our 
first successful trial of the improved 
device was made in a bathtub. 
"But the results of this and subse­ 
quent tests were so encouraging that I 
had no hesitation In putting my money 
into the torpedo. 
I went to Washing­ 
ton and secured patents. I also showed 
*be model to government officials and 
had the pleasure of hearing them say, 
This dual weapon is superior in all re­ 
tracts to auy torpedo now in use.’ ” 
Captain Just is not now in this coun­ 
ty. Dr. Alsbau explained the new tor­ 
pedo in detail. She claims that the ex­ 
treme lightness of the torpedo aud its 
projector makes it equally effective for 
nae from the deck of a man-of-war, 
'"rom a torpedo boat or any other light 
draft vessel, or from a land battery or 
a fort. The means of propulsion in the J 
projector and the explosive used in the I 
missiles are secrets carefully guarded. ' 
Tile forward end of the torpedo is 
adapted to fit in a corresponding sock­ 
et at tile rear end of the false head, or 
shell, which does Its work above the 
^ater line of the enemy.

The superin­

dom remain at the institution more 
than a few months. Most of them are 
in very good condition when they reach 
this country, owing to the change of 
environment and the long sea trip, so 
that few bad cases are received at all.

The old breech mechan­ 
ism shop, which until 1800 held the 
offices of the ordnance department, is 
soon to be demolished, and a modern 
building in keeping with the progress 
°f affairs will take its place. At pres­ 
ent there remain only the shellhouse, 
the laboratory and the metal testing 
bouse, formerly the old magazine of 
the curly structures. These will proba­ 
bly give way to up to date buildings 
within the next year or so, and then 
the equipment of tile yard will be com­ 
plete trout a manufacturing standpoint, 
though there will not be room enough 
lur the output of the establishment.

A cigar which is allowed to 
go out once has its flavor ruined -and 
is most appreciably termed a butt. A 
pipe, however, tastes, if anything, bet­ 
ter for going out. 
Fastidious smokers always have at 
least two pipes at band and never fill 
one until it has entirely cooled off. 
This is a help toward cool smoking 
and reasonable life in a pipe. A good 
test by which to tell if you are smok­ 
ing too fast is to hold the bowl in your 
hand. 
If it is too hot to do so, then 
you may know your speed is too great.

, n'he importance of discussion Napo­ 
l i appreciated thoroughly. 
And when he discussed, he discussed 
lifce a big man, selecting questions to 
exhaust the mind and lead far away 
into lichis of conjecture and widest 
speculation. 
His was no dream er's brain, giving 
to speculation the time needed for do­ 


ing. First came the real work of the 
day or hour -tile planning and finish- 
{jg of details, from the disposing of ar­ 
my corps to the smallest final arrange­ 
ments. 
Then, free from actual work, seeking 
relief from concentrated application, 
Fu* brain fought rest in taLk worth 
while. 
On his voyage lo Egypt, dei ermined 
to waste no time, he organized serious 
discussion as methodically as he ever 
organized a lighting plan. 
The discussions were regularly ap­ 
pointed affairs. 
Needless to say. Napoleon arranged 
fterything and controlled everything. 
He selected the subject for discus­ 
sion, he chose the three or four on each 
side to support and oppose any given 
proposition. 
These were his favorite topics: First, 
the art of war; second, the art of gov­ 
ernment; third, religion. 
From his point of view his chief sub­ 
jects for discussion were admirably 
♦boson. They represented the only two 
things he cared for here below and the 
final question affecting ilia fate here­ 
after. 
Hut his field of thought, like the 
•tope of hts ambition, was unlimited. 
Once he asked his chosen debaters to 
decide whether the planets are inhab­ 
ited. 
Again, he discussed this earth’s prob­ 
able ending, by tin* or water. 
lie discussed also the meaning of 
dreams aud the value of “presenti­ 
ments.” 
In practical life he discarded every­ 
thing save realities, but in discussion 
all abstract questions interested him. 
It may Interest you to know that In 
general he denied positively the exist­ 
ence of hell--—perhaps that was caution 
ca his part—and maintained that no 
•tan should die w ithout confessing his 
Kina: 
"Only a fool say* that he will die 
without a confessor. There is so much 
wr do not know aud that we cannot 
explain." 
It is deeply characteristic of Napo­ 
leon's thought that he should have de­ 
clared for Mohammedanism in prefer­ 
ence to Christianity. 
He admired the religion of Moham- 
‘because it conquered one-half the 


calin night, the blue, darn water ana 
the silent, beautiful stars shining down 
in cosmic rebuke of the tiny blas­ 
phemers below. 
Ile stopped very abruptly the prattle 
of atheism. 
Toward the stars he pointed the 
short, thick arni so soon to rule this 
little piauot. 
“You may talk as long as von please 
gentlemen, but who made all that?” 
There was no answer, and there was 
no more atheism that uight. 
The man who was to build up the 
code Napoleon could appreciate the 
force and necessity of law. 
His mind 
realized the feebleness of man, coping 
even with little problems of earth. 
He felt that great laws anti a Great 
Lawgiver must swing and direct those 
millions of silent worlds above. 
When Napoleon was still a Corsican 
patriot, the great Paoli said to him: 
“Napoleon, you are not a modern. 
\o u talk like the heroes of Plutarch.” 
Earnestness of the old kind was in­ 
deed Napoleon’s characteristic—as em­ 
peror, planning to rule Asia from the 
•ack of an ornamented elephant, or as 
a poor, half starved lad, taking off his 
muddy shoes to enter the presence of 
the matronly Mine. Pennon and listen­ 
ing to lier stories of descent from the 
emperors of Constantinople. 
Napoleon In his hours of work was a 
doer, and in his hours of leisure he 
was a discusser. 
Ile exercised constantly the two sidt*s 
of his brain, the practical aud specu­ 
lative. 
Do the same and succeed.—New 
York Journal.
